I am wnting to you today because I am certain your influence will be integral to 
cardiologist, Dr. Dominic Dileo's request for a Presidential Pardon being granted. I 
previously contacted you and you were influential in helping Dr. Dileo secure a waiver of 
his Medicare Exclusion in order to practice cardiology in the designated Medically 
Underserved Area (MUA) of Brownsville. 

Even though his Medicare Exclusion was waived, Dr. Dileo's patients are unable to 
have his prescribed orders for blood work, diagnostic tests and nursing services granted 
through Medicare. His only option at this point is to secure a Presidential Pardon so that 
he can once again be able to provide all necessary services required by his current and 
future Medicare patients. 

I am in support of this pardon being granted because the western portion of Fayette 
County truly needs Dr. Dileo and his medical specialty especially in its efforts to reopen 
Brownsville General Hospital. If you recall, the hospital was closed in January 2006 
because of a lack of physicians to admit patients to the hospital. The hospital is working 
to reopen and desperately needs a cardiologist on staff. According to the hospital's 
current executive staff tasked with reopening the hospital, Dr. Dileo has been resilient in 
his efforts to assist in the process and is committed to providing much-needed health 
care to its community by working in the hospital along with seeing patients at his private 
practice. 

In closing, I have enclosed a copy of Dr. Dileo's Petition for a Presidential Pardon. Upon 
your review of the document, you will see that Dr. Dileo has taken full responsibility for 
his past actions and is focused on reforming his life and career.

This letter is regarding Dr. Dominic DiLeo and his Medicare exclusion. I want to thank you for 
contacting the Department of Health and Human Services as well as the OIG concerning this matter. 
Fred Lebder and I have discussed this matter with your staff on several occasions, and I would like 
to reiterate what Mr. Lebder wrote to you.

We were not able to save the 
Brownsville Hospital, but we can help keep physicians, like Dr. DiLeo in Brownsville to fill the void 
in medical care. 



Along with Mr. Lebder, I am asking you to have your staff contact President Obama's staff and ask 
for a Presidential order to terminate the remaining 23 months of Dr. DiLeo's Medicare exclusion. 
Your office has the power to contact the President's staff. This is not solely for Dr. DiLeo, but for the 
people of Brownsville and Western Fayette County.
